You 
therefore go ahead by ruffing a 
dlamond, you get back to dum- 
my with ‘a heart, ruff another 
diamond, and re-enter dummy 
with a heart to cash dummy's 
Jast diamond, 

If diamonds had — broken 
worse than 4-2, you would dis- 
cover this fact on the first or 
second round of the sult, There 
would still be tlme to switch to 
hearts in the hope that one rulr 
would establish dummy's last 
heart. 

In short, you can try for both 
sults If you bogin with the dla- 
monds. You can try for only 
one sujt if you begin with the 
hearts.
